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merely shrivelled blastule, it seems to me wonderful how any one 
could entertain it after reading my account of their structure and for- 
mation. The most conclusive answer I can offer Dr. Heider on this 
point is that in glycerine- mounted slides these structures are not 
shrunk in the very least but completely fill the- cavities of the mother 
sponge in which they occur.
